The  fruit  is  good  to  eat  from  the  bush  and  makes  a  wonderful  jam. 
The  juice  makes  fine  jelly  and  a  not  to  be  forgotten  cordial  which 
won’t  keep  long. 

Though  the  fruit  of  this  cherry  much  resembles  a  plum  in  size 
and  shape,  the  plant  itself  grows  in  a  bush  like  shape,  branching  and 
bearing  from  the  ground  up,  usually  bearing  the  year  after  planting. 
It  always  retains  its  dwarf  stature  which  is  of  fine  value  for  plant¬ 
ing  in  the  garden  as  it  doesn't  take  up  near  the  room  of  an  ordinary 
plum  tree  and  yet  often  bears  more.  The  bushes  should  be  planted 
2  to  4  feet  apart,  in  rows  4  to  6  feet  apart  about  25  or  more  to  every 
home  garden. 

In  landscape  planting  a  few  of  the  bush  cherries  are  very  de¬ 
sirable  as  they  are  dwarf  and  bushy  and  so  a  great  aid  in  founda¬ 
tion  covering  planting  work.  While  the  foliage  itself,  a  beautiful  sil¬ 
very  green,  turning  a  rich  red  and  gold  in  fall,  adds  a  very  desirable

For  superb  flowering  beauty  on  the  lawn  or  boulevard  none  excels  May  Day. 
Its  long  fine  white  flowers  early  in  spring  creates  a  massive  bouquet  of  loveliness 
that  is  alluringly  wonderful  and  altogether  lovely. 

It  is  the  first  tree  to  show  green  in  spring  and  is  practically  in  full  leaf  long 
before  many  of  the  common  trees  begin  to  leaf.  This  extreme  earliness  of  leaf 
is  of  very  fine  value  in  spring  when  we  long  for  leaves  on  trees  and  other  signs 
of  spring  to  appear. 

The  flowers  are  a  wonderment  in  themselves,  blooming  early  in  spring,  in  April 
or  early  May  and  always  bloom  several  weeks  earlier  than  any  of  the  other  flow¬ 
ering  trees. 

The  flowers  are  large,  pure  white  and  very  fragrant.  Their  mass  like  clusters 
are  a  beautiful  sight  and  are  well  adapted  to  cutting  for  the  house  or  early  spring 
lawn  festivals. 

The  fruit  of  the  trees  are  small  and  though  edible  and  make  good  jelly  are  soon 
claimed  by  the  birds  in  preference  to  what  we  consider  better  fruit.  Thus,  our 
good  fruit  is  saved,  yet  the  birds  are  fed. 

May  Day  may  be  trimmed  up  for  a  street  or  lawn  shade  tree  or  left  in  bush 
form  as  shown.  It  grows  rapidly.  It’s  perfectly  hardy  far  north  into  Canada 
as  it  came  from  the  colder  parts  of  Siberia.

For  years  1  have  been  propagating  and  offering  the  new  fruit  trees,  shrubs 
and  other  plants  originated  or  imported  by  my  father,  Professor  N.  E.  Hansen 
of  the  South  Dakota  State  College.  This  is  because  I  believe  they  are  the  best 
for  tlie  prairie  Northwest.  Professor  N.  E.  Hansen  has  no  commercial  interest 
in  my  Nursery.  Reports  of  the  great  success  witli  the  Hausen  Hybrid  Plums 
and  other  fruits  come  from  many  states,  from  Texas  into  Canada.  So  this 
supports  my  personal  opinion. 

In  all  fairness,  I  believe  that  great  honor  is  due  from  State  and  nation  to 
Professor  N.  E.  Hansen  for  all  his  wonderful  introductions  in  plants  and  seeds: 
also  for  the  new  breed  of  sheep  from  Siberia.  While  be  is  unexcelled  in  total 
number  of  introductions,  yet  in  many  ways  bis  great  work  in  plant  improve¬ 
ment  has  just  begun.  My  father  impressed  this  upon  my  mind  many  times 
in  following  him  around  from  boyhood  through  many  states  and  provinces. 

Luther  Burbank  recognized  him  as  a  great  co-worker,  .specializing  in  de¬ 
veloping  plants  for  winter  hardiness.  "Some  of  this  work  I  hope  you  will 
complete,  my  son."  my  father  said. 

Better  fruits  and  plants  must  come  to  permit  of  larger  crops  on  smaller 
acres  of  land.  It  is  surely  up  to  South  Dakota  and  the  nation  to  aid  in  every 
way  with  equipment  and  land  to  make  possible  more  rapid  progress  while 
there  is  yet  time. 

I  have  been  stressing  the  commercial  side  of  plant  introduction  because, 
like  any  other  invention,  the  manufacturing  is  also  necessary.  Yet  I  have  been 
interested  from  the  beginning  in  Plant  Breeding.  The  Red  Silver  Crab  offered 
elsewhere  in  this  catalog  is  the  first  of  many  other  plant  introductions  I  hope 
to  make.  There  is  a  certain  pride  in  this,  my  first  introduction,  but  I  be¬ 
lieve  the  Red  Silver  Crab  will  in  the  coming  years  add  greatly  to  the  beauty 
of  the  lawns  and  parks  of  the  United  States  and  other  countries.
